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Yhis report covers the period from 9 January 1961 when the writer reported 
STATINTt: GAFB to replace(( CC hws Prec, Engineer-in-Charge until 12 May 
1951 when the XAA Project at LAFB was formally closed. During this period 27 
Project Flights were made; of which 67% were rated as good by the Air Force 
and an additional 11% were rated as satisfactory with malfunction, for a total 
of 78% of flights on which satisfactory, scoreable material was obtained. The 
only persistant failures were in the camera drive and in the modulator high 
voltage circuits. One modulator had been having repeated failures at the time 
STATINTLy¢ my arrival at[_—i|s Instead of merely replacing each part that failed, 
ail doubtful parts were replaced at one time and the trouble cleared up. All 
other failures were random and are presumably attributable to the age of the 
asvetems used. 


STATINTL On my arrival at[ _'| there was 4 minor disagreement going on as to 
whether the group which interpreted the material obtained should have a voice 
in controlling maintenance. This was settled to everyone's satisfaction by an 
agreement that Westinghouse would keep interpretation fully informed as to what 
maintenance was performed, and that the interpretation group would not otherwise 
interfere with maintenance practices.
